Streamlining Needed 
Dr. Weissbrod, and several 


others who know the prob- 


lems of Israel's pharmaceuti- 
cal 121 at first hand. be- 
lieve that if it is to tiourisn it 
must streamline production 
and merchandizing methods 
as well as embark on original 
research aiming at the dis- 
covery of new drugs or better 
and cheaper methods of pre- 
paring existing ones. 

Israel does little in this 
field. One reason is the lack 
of qualified research person- 
nel. The average age of Is- 


rael’s pharmacists is well 


above 50 years, and most of 


them have settled down to 


more prosaic tasks than re- 
search. 

The School of Pharmacy’s 
first class of eight at the Heb- 
rew University was quickly 
snatched up by the local in- 
dustry. As far as is known, 
none of the graduates intends 
to go into research. 

This would entail years of 
additional study. Our School 
of Pharmacy, unlike many 
abroad, does not require much 
cheraistry, an advanced know- 
ledge of which is necessary 
for efficient research. 

Most pharmaceutical manu- 
facturing plants abroad fin- 
ance their research out of 
profits. In Israel, plant own- 
efs complain that they do not 
earn enough. They claim that 
they must cut prices to rock 
bottom, if they are to com- 
pete with the sick funds and 
the Government, which sup- 
ply drugs almost at cost price 
to applicants. 

One solution would be for 
Israel's 21 drug manufactur- 
ers to — 5 joint * 
ratory that wou 
general research as well as in 


raw and semi-processed ma- 
terials. Even importing finish- 
ed materials in bulk and 
packaging them, yields an 
| average foreign oe sav- 
ing of 30 per cent. 
Of 2 21 plants. eight 
produce drugs whose quality 


| best in Europe. The other 13 
| plants are smaller and turn 
| out products of “average and 
good” standards, experts in 
the field state. Yet many be- 
lieve that 21 plants is too 
many for Israel and that the 
number could be reduced con- 
siderably without harming the 
industry.
